A Reial Grievance. 

Nanaimo lins a real griovanco. She 
hns n resident magistrate — only one a 
Biipondiary magistrate. In a judicial 
district extending from Cliomaiuus to 
Fort Rupert, and from tlio Gulf of 
Georgia to Barclay Sound, this is tlio 
only aombliinco of authority— the only 
^lOfflcor competoub to issue a Tvarrant, 
^v^5?fo09 A i^<iicial act. But it is 
nobhk presence, it is his frequent 
j^odjprplpnged aJ>Bence that constitutes 
the real gric^vtuice. A single judicial 
functionary, he his acquixoments never 
9^g}reat^ con ficarcoly be considered 
"^ade^ft^ to the requirements of so ex- 
tonBive.aterritory. The single town of 
^lp^i^ix(io, 'with -its six or seven hundred 
'inhabitants, exclusive of n large Indian 
population, vyith its important shipping 
"int^es^ jBOmetimes ijrecipitatiug us 
raany->aB •'two hundred fiirangera upon 
the community, demands the constant 
prosonco of at least one person invest- 
ed with judicial authority. But what is 
the fact '? This sole magistrate has oc- 
casion to bo frequently absent from 
town in order to bo present in other 
parts of the district. But, as has al- 
ready been intnnatod, it is his frequent 
and prolonged absence from the dis- 
trict that forms the real ground of 
complaint. - Duringthe ]irist six months 
there liave becn several visits to Victoria, 
and now that ollicer is absent on a 
three or four weohs' cruise up the 
coast, far, hini(!reds of miles, away 
from his post. It wi'is during one of 
these visits in Victoria that tlio terrible 
Bpitirdfir-for whicha once respected and 
industrious miner now lien under sen- 
tence of death was committt-d; and 
the " circumstances immodiat'-ly ])re- 
coding that terrible tragedy appear to 
justify a prevalent belief that had 
there been present at Nanaimo anyone 
competent to ipsue a warrant that f ear- 
fi^^rime would have been prevented. 
This is one instance only. It can read- 
il]r!|)j^ ima^ped that to leave Nanaimo 
lor days and weeks together utterly 
destitute of all judicial or oven ci^il 
pdi^et and protection must be to in- 
flict serious inconvenience and loss 
Jjpon the community, and to endanger 
the public peace, if not to imperil life 
and property. We wish to guard 
aguinst being misunderstood. These 
romarks are not directed against the 
magistrate, but against the condition of 
things wliich leaves N;in:iiuio wholly 
destitute of •. honmchinery for the ad- 
ministration of justice during absences 
perhaps in themselves quite jn-opcr 
and dofensihlo. Now for aword about 
the remedy. Wo will not bo susjjccted 
of advocating an increase of the salar- 
ied magistracy of the con!itry. On the 
contrary, wo would advocate its ahnost 
total abolition. What wo would advo- 
cate is the appointment of liouoraiy 
ina/^'istrntes, not only in the Nanaimo Dis- 
trict but throughout the rrovinco, ko that 
no community may bo loft without soino one 
compctoiit to perform thoso functioiiii .so 
ossontial to tho muiuteuauco of order and 
the duo administration q| justice. While 
,1ipon this subject we will rovort to a mat- 
tor which has entered into tho complaint 
QlfGrtrtd: Juries for Bovoral years past. 
There is but one constable for tho town of 
Nauaimo and the aurrounding country. 
Enough has already boon aaid tf) nhow 
that ouo constjiblo is not enough. Wo siro 
in ft poHition to Htatn that serious and fi-<}- 
qnont nii.scarriaj:,'!.' of justico has been tlic 
ro«ult. How Ih it that tho ivnttM'atcd coin- 
]/Ir.ints and ropominondation.i of Nanaimo 
Grand Jurici, ondornod, a.s thoro ronfif)n 
to holiovo, by tliiWhiof ,7 lift io(!, (■cntiinio 
.to bo disregarded by tlie E.\ccutive? If 
(fd Voro to arguo from comparison, Na 

mo.|nigh|^ well claim half a dozon con- 
oi; Sut'-ffe do not desire to seo a bu- 
porflnity of paid oiBcors in Nanaimo bo 
cause soma other communities have them. 
,To discuHS the subjoot of romunoratiiiK 
this class of i)ublic oflioern liy nioaiis of 
foes, in.stead nf i'lxod salaries as at jiroHoiit, 
would scarcely seoin to full within tho 
scope of tho present articlo. And yet wo 
would not bo uiidor.stood.in advo(^'itiii(< an 
ad'liiion to tlin jiro.Honl conHtabulary fureo 
of Nanaimo as in any dogroo abandoning 
ll^oniKl previously taken on this question. 
There are oommunltios in the Provinco 
vrhioh, from tho circumstances of oooupa-

agM undora polioo flystom involving a 
'certain' numbor of salaried oincors; and

A man named John William Hard 
ing, who had taken passngo fo r 
En£;land'ft'as apprehended at tho Eoya 
Hotel.. Capo, Town, on<the oft^rnooi^ of 
the 4th of June. He is charged, firstly, 
with having stolon .£100. and seoondly 
with baring committed, or boing con- 
cornod in the geat Mail robbery at the 
fields. It appeared tliat abo'at tho end 
of Fobuary tho prisoner camo from 
England and put up at tho lloyfd Hotel. 
He oceuipied a bedroom in company 
wflli Mr. Aubrey IJoauclero, and in tho 
beginning of March left for diamond- 
lieldo. Mr. Beauclerc complained that 
he had lost £100, two pairs of boots, 
and <i knife. Tho prisoner leturned to 
tho Royal Hotel on the 27th of May, 
spying ho had done vory 'well in the 
iiolda, and was going homo. Being 
accufiod by Beauclerc ho pre«scd upon 
him .f200" instead of £100 Mr. Cuny, 
the clerk of peace, though this indicat- 
ed something more than conscience at 
work, and obtained a waiTaiit for tho 
prip.oner'H apprehension. This warrant 
\vn:i executod at tho Royal Hotel by 
Police-inspector Evans, who found that 
ho I'.ad 2,'2il diamonds in his posses- 
sion. There were in a ourior bag, a 
belt, the barrels of a gun, ^ powder- 
llask, '^•e. The inspector also found 
.Clio, io Bank of England notes, £121). 
ivls. in gold, £450. in bill of exchange, 
ditto £200., a new gold watch and 
chain a new gold I'ing, a new gold pin, 
and a receint for passage money to 
England for £31. 10s. the prisoner 
was remanded.
